HARVARD STUDENTS FIGHT THE POLICE 


Three Are Arrested for Rioting and 
the Entire Crowd Rallies to the 
Rescue—Clubs Freely Used. 


Cambridge, Mass., June 10.—{Special.}— 
The news of Harvard's defeat of Prince- 
ton this afternoon set the Harvard boys 
here wild with delight, and they forthwith 
proceeded to prepare for a celebration, the 
result of which was a riot tonight such as 
this city has never known before. 

As a result Clay Stone Briggs, a special 
student; Goldthwaite H. Dorr of the junior 
class, and Arthur T. Piling, a sophomore, 
were arrested and landed in cells at Sta- 
tion 1. 

Shortly after 8 the students to the number 
of about 1,500, headed by the University Fife 
and Drum Corps, began to parade the streets 
in the vicinity of the square. All along the 
line of march fireworks and giant firecrackers 
and revolvers were discharged in violation 
of a city ordinance and to the consternation 
of hundreds of onlookers. In expectation 
that there might be a demonstration on the 
part of the students should the nine win the 
game at Princeton early in the afternoon 
Chief Cloyer ordered a detail of twenty-five 
officers from other parts of the city to re- 


port to Capt. Folsom of Station No. 1, and 


they did so at 7:30 and were sent out, ordered 
to prevent the discharging of firearms in 
the streets and see that signs over stores, 
fences, and guide-boards were not removed. 

Following the marching students were 
hundreds of spectators, and, though the 
Harvard men were discharging revolvers 
continually into the air, the police could not 
get near enough to pick out individuals. In 
Harvard Square, however, a halt was made, 
and one of the students mounted a lunch cart 
and called for three cheers for each mem- 
ber of the team. The cheers were given with 
a hearty quota. The man jumped down 
from the cart, and then an arm shot up 
above the heads of those surrounding him, 
and seven shots rang out almost as one.

One-Third of the World’s Crop of Pep- 
' permint Is Attacked by the

of Southwestern Michigan say that grass- 
hoppers are doing great injury to the crop. 

In some localities the insects have eaten 
the entire foliage of large fields, the older 
planted tracts suffering the most. 

Nearly one-third of the world’s crop of 
peppermint oil is produced in this region, 
and it is claimed by the growers that not- 
withstanding the largely increased acreage 
devoted to peppermint culture this season 
the yield of oil will be considerably less than 
last year.

CLEARING UP CONTESTS. 


First Day’s Work in Preparing 
for the Convention. 


ALABAMA CASES ARE HEARD. 


Only Seven Votes Cast Against the 
McKinley Men. 


SHAPING UP FOR THE STRUGGLE, 


St. Louis, Mo., June 10.—[Special.]—The 
National committee of the Republican party 
met a little before noon today in the ladies’ 
parlor of the Southern Hotel and began the 
work of preparing the routine of the Na- 
tional convention. The Alabama contests 
were taken up as soon as the committee was 
organized, and the first ballot showed that 
the anti-McKinley men could poll only seven 
votes in the committee. 

In anticipation of the meeting cf the com- 
mittee the room had been depleted of much 
of its handsome furniture and draped in 
flags, and Chairman Carter took his seat 
at the head of a long table running down. 
the center of the room. On this table were 


’ piled a cord or more of papers relating to 


contests which came in the main from the 
Southern States. They were brought in 
originally by colored brethren, who carried 
them in carpetbags and dumped them out 
on the table. Some were tied with twine, 
some with wire rope, and some were not 
tied at all. The ante-room to the ladies’ 
parlor was used much after the fashion of 
the little room that always leads into a 
grand jury room in a country court-house, 
and it was quickly filled with contestants, 
Only Seven Anti-McKinley Men. 
After the transaction of a lot of routine 
business the exercises began with the con- 
sideration of the contests from the State 
of Alabama. This quickly brought about a 
test vote, which developed the fact that 
with the exception of seven men the com- 
mittee was pretty thoroughly in line for 
McKinley. These are the seven: Commit- 
teemen Fessenden of Connecticut, Gear as 
proxy for Clarkson of Iowa, Leonard of 
Louisiana, Manley of Maine, Crane of Mas- 
sachusetts, Sutherland of New York, and 
Perry H. Carson of the District of Columbia. 
When the result of this vote was an- 
nounced and the news carried by grape- 
vine telegraph from one end of the hotel 
to the other there was great rejoicing, par- 
ticularly among Maj. McKinley’s friends, 
The vote had great significance to them, be- 
cause it showed that the National com- 
mittee was anything but unfriendly. It 
must be remembered, however, that all the 
National committee can do in the case of a 
contest is to re some one set of dele- 
gates on the temporary roll of the conven- 
tion. These contests can be ren@wed be- 
fore the Committee on Credentials, when it 
is appointed, as many of them doubtless @ul : 
be. But every contestant has the right to 
vote on every contest other than his own; 
and the force of the leverage will be seen at 


once. 
Friendly to Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Fessenden comes from Reed’s country, 
and so do Mr. Manley and Mr. Crane. Mr. 
Sutherland is a great friend of Thomas B. 
Reed and doubtless owes the position he 
now occupies to that gentleman. Perry Car- 
son is not for McKinley at present, but has 
a warm preference for Mr. Allison. 

Mr. M. A. Hanna occupied rooms on the 
parlor floor of the Southern Hotel at the 
extreme end of the corridor, and t was a 
noticeable fact that every few minutes some 
committeeman found it convenient to wend 
his way down the hall and be ushered quiet- 
ly into the room of Mr. Hanna. 

Many of the con ts from the South 
have been in and nd national conven- 
tions in years gone by. They were in Minne- 
apolis four years ago and in Chicago for the 
three conventions preceding that event. 

The Alabamans who were recognized to- 
day were happy and the ones who were left 
out were disgruntled, but every chap gath- 
éred up his papers and carried them away 
under his arm with a view of fighting ft out 
when the Committee on Credentials is ap- 
pointed by the convention. 

After the meeting had been called to or- 
der “a committee, consisting of Payne of 
Wisconsin, Fessenden of Connecticut, and 
De Young of California, was appointed to 
prepare resolutions expressive of the com- 
mittee’s sense of bereavement at the death 
of Committeeman Campbell of Illinois. The 
announcement was formally made that J. 
W. Fifer had been appointed to fill the va- 
cancy occasioned by Mr. Campbell's death. 
The appointment of the following proxies 
was also announced: Senator Gear for Mr. 
Clarkson of Iowa, Mr. Andrews for Mr. 
Hatch of Alaska, Mr. Hansen for Mr. Brown 
of Georgia, E. C. Sullivan for Mr. Bennett 
of Washington, Mr. Myers for Mr. Simon of 
Oregon. 

Taking Up the Contests. 

The contested cases were then taken up, 
the first being that of the delegates-at-large 
from Alabama, which was presented by P. 
D. Shelby of the McKinley delegation. There 
had been some trouble about the hall where 
the convention met, and thirteen counties 
were centested. The convention which elect- 
ed the delegates had 332 delegates, which was 
a majority of the regularly elected delegates. 
Gov. W. H. Smith was heard in opposition. 
He said he spoke for the Mosely delegation, 
and characterized the other as the McKinley 
delegation. He asserted the convention was

Ex-Secretary Thompson Surprised at 
the Report of His Selection. 
Terre Haute, Ind., June 10.—[{Special.]—In 
an interview today ex-Secretary of the Navy 
Thompson, who is one of the delegates-at- 
large to the St. Louis convention, gave ex- 


pression to his surprise at a statement made 


in an Indianapolis paper this morning to 
the effect that Mark Hanna, when passing 
through that city last night, said that C. 
W. Fairbanks, one of the Indiana delegates- 
at-large, had been selected for Temporary 
Chairman of the St. Louis convention. Mr. 


‘Thompson said: 


*] do not believe Mr. McKinley has author- 
ized this selection to be made or any other. 
I do not believe he would interfere in the 
Senatorial contest in this State so as to take 
the part of one of the contestants—there 
being several—against all the others. This 
preference of Mr. Fairbanks would place him 
in precisely that positien, inasmuch as the 
latter is an avowed candidate for Senator. 
I repeat, I do not believe McKinley would be 
a party to any such bargaining before or 
after the convention. It is said that Mr. 
Fairbanks has been selected because he se- 
cured instructions by the Republican State 
convention to the delegates-at-large to vote 
for McKinley. This is new to me as well as 
surprising, for it attaches the credit to one 
man, which belongs to the Republican party 
of the State. 

As to Mr. Fairbanks’ part in the prepa- 
ration of the financial plank of the platform, 
I will say that asa matter of fact the Repub- 
licans of Indiana are opposed to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, and a resolu- 
tion to the contrary would have been de- 
feated in the convention. I do not know 
who drafted the resolutien, nor is it material, 
as its approval by the convention and by the 
Republicans of the State alone gives it im- 
portance. Any attempt to take from them 
the credit for so distinct an avowal of senti- 
ment and attach it to any one man, and he 
an open candidate fer the Senate, is bad 
party policy, unfair to the Republicans of 
the State, and a decided interference by those 
outside the State with our Senatorial con- 
test. The sole object to be obtained in this 
matter is the good of the party in the State.”

WILL DECLARE FOR SOUND MONEY. 


Financial Plank of the Platform Said 
to Be Settled On. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 10.—[{Special.}—There 
will surely be a sound-money plank in the 
Republican platform of 1896. That much is 
settled. All that remains to be decided is as 
to the wording of the declaration. The 
latest and most original project is to inter- 
weave the protection and financial planks 
into one significant paragraph. This propo- 
sition has been laid before several persons 
high in the confidence of Maj. McKinley, and 
thus far has received unqualified approval. 
There is a desire to make the campaign on 
both the protection and financial issues, al- 
lowing neither one to overshadow the other, 
and for this reason a plank has been devised 
in which the protective theory and the neces- 
sity for sound currency are so closely asso- 
ciated as to be practically one declaration. 

The plank which has been passed around 
quietly for approval declares that the Re- 
publican party is satisfied with an adequate 
system of protection for American indus- 
tries which would give a revenue exceeding 
the expenses, and thus at once solve the ex- 
isting financial problem. It declares that 
the people of the country are satisfied with 
the currency now in existence, but that the 
Republican party has an abiding conviction 
that the money of this country should be as 
good as that of the most enlightened nations

This idea of combining protection and 
sound finance has been received with un- 
usual favor by the leaders to whom it has 
been submitted, and it would not be at all 
surprising if they should agree on a com- 
posite plank of this description. 


Western Men Will Stick. 


A close canvass of the Western men de- 
velops that the prospects of a bolt as the 
result of the sound money plank are con- 
fined strictly to the large silver producing 
States. The early arrivals unite in the pre- 
diction that Colorado, Montana, and Idaho 
will constitute the nucleus of the bolt. Utah 
seems to be distinctly divided, and repre- 
sentatives of Nevada say the regular Re- 
publican organization there will not bolt. 
The State is already represented in Congress 
by third party men, and so the representa- 
tive Republicans have nothing to gain ex- 
cept by remaining in the organization. 

So good an authority as M. H. De Young, 
National committeeman from California and 
editor of the San Francisco Chronicle, is 
authority for the statement that California 
Republicans will not secede under any con- 
sideration. They propose to make a hard 
fight for free silver, and when beaten will 
abide by the decision of the convention. No 
bolt need be expected either from Washing- 
ton or Oregon. , 

Senator Carter of Montana, Chairman of 
the National committee, early this morning 
was inclined to temporize to some extent 
and was unwilling to declare flat-footed that 
he would bolt unless a free coinage plank 
was adopted. Later in the day, however, he 
was stiffened up considerably and those 
closest to him in the committee said he 
would join with Senator Mantle and the 
other Montana men and follow Teller out of 
the convention. This talk of bolting is all 
based on the belief that the convention will 
adopt a sound money plank, and it is the 
best prediction of that event. The silver 
men have canvassed the situation thor- 
oughly, and up to today at least they do not 
see the slightest possibility for securing a 
declaration for free coinage. The best they 
can hope for would be a non-committal plank 
of the Minneapolis order, and this, they say, 
they do not desire any more than do the most 
radical gold standard men. 

Col. Dick Kerens, the Missouri member of 
the National committee, has written out a 
financial plank embracing the declaration 
previously quoted that our money should 
not be inferior to that of the most enlight- 
ened nations of the earth, and declaring 
that the Republican party is unalterably 
opposed to any scheme that threatens to 
debase or depreciate our present monetary 
standard. We favor the reasonable use of 
silver as currency, but such use should be 
to the interest only of the Nation and under 
such defined regulations that its parity with 
gold as currency can be easily and efficiently 
maintained. As consistent bimetallists we 
are opposed to the independent free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 as a measure 
2 with certain disaster to all commer- 
cial interests, destructtwe-to the interests of 
the wage-earner, and, in the absence of an 
international agreement, sure to lead to 
& silver monometallism.“ 


Plank Will Be Strong. 


The general opinion among the member 
of the National committee and the po win 
leaders already on the ground is that the 
financial plank of the platform as finally 
adopted will probably be that of the Resolu- 
tions committee, but will contain some slight 
modifications made in the open convention. It 
is predicted that it will certainly declare 
against frée coinage in the absence of an 
international agrecment, and that in some 
way there will be a declaration in favor of 
as large à use of silver money as is possible 
consistent with the absolute maintenance of 
the parity between gold, silver, and paper. 

There is a disposition among the conven- 
tion leaders to recognize substantially the 
good work which has been done by the paper 
currency, and in addition to that they desire 
to say as friendly things for silver as possi- 
ble, while at the same time declaring against 
the free coinage without equivecating. 

The sentiment against a straddle is almost 
as pronounced among the silver men as 
among the gold standard men themselves. 
Both parties seem to be agreed that the time 
has come for the Republican party to take 
a stand on the money question, and go be- 
fore the people with a financial a about 
the meaning of which there can no possi- 
ble misunderstanding. |

Mr. Hanna has spent no end of time and 
considerablé money in the compilation of 
this work, a few copies of which have found 


great interest, because it shows what Maj. 
McKinley’s managers think of the attitude 
of the various delegations. This is the way 
he dresses up Illinois in brief: | 

Martin B. Madden, delegate from the First 
District, and his alternate, D. E. Hoppin; 
William E. Lorimer, delegate from the Sec- 
ond District, and his alternate, Walter 
Page; and John M. Smyth, delegate from the 
Fifth District, are all marked with a prefer- 
ence for Cullom as first choice. All the 
other delegates and alternates are either 
marked “Instructed for McKinley” or 
*“* McKinley preferred.“ 

The delegates from the Twentieth (Capt. 
Tanner’s district) are set down for McKinley, 
and so are Hanby Jones and Henry A. Neal, 
uninstructed delegates from the Nineteenth. 

According to Mr. Hanna’s idea the follow- 
ing delegates from Ntw York State will be 
for McKinley from the start: Willis of the 
Second, Woodruff and Atterbury of the 
Third, Clark of the Fourth, Healy and Cole, 
contestants, from the Seventh, Biss and 
Cruger of the Twelfth, Brookfield and Me- 
Cook of the Thirteenth, Collis and Wright 
of the Fifteenth, Robertson of the Sixteenth, 
Bradley of the Seventeenth, Coikendall of 
the Eighteenth, Sears of the Twenty-third, 
Middleton of the Twenty-fourth, Matthews 
and Dudley of the Thirty-third, and Fran- 
chot and Sterns of the Thirty-fourth, All 
the others are conceded to Gov. Morton, but 
McKinley is set down as the second choice 
of nearly all of them. 

According to Editor Hanna’s book, Mc- 
Kinley will get some votes away from Quay 
in Pennsylvania—namely: Stewart of the 
First, Lane and Wildemore of the Second, 
Klemmer of the Third, Martin and Hackett 
of the Fifth, Darlington and Clayton of the 
Sixth, Eastburn of the Seventh, Morgans of 
the Twelfth, Weimer of the Fourteenth, 
Johns of the Nineteenth, and Chris Magee 
and Flynn of the Twenty-second. The others 
are conceded to Mr. Quay. 

Ten votes are slated for McKinley from 
Kentucky and the others are credited to 
Bradley. All of Indiana is claimed by in- 
struction or indorsement. With the excep- 
tion of Gen. Felix Angus and Delegate Mudd 
all of Maryland is marked down for Me- 
Kinley. Delegates Hammond and Sweat of 
the Tenth Massachusetts are claimed by 
McKinley, and Michigan is claimed also by 
instruction or indersement. Minnesota is 
set down as a McKinley State and Missis- 
sippi as well. The delegates from Montana 
are said to be for McKinley by preference. 
Three McKinley men are claimed in Nevada, 
two delegates are credited to Allison and one 
to Reed. McKinley’s people seem to think 
they will get all of New Jersey by prefer- 
ence, with the exception of two delegates 
from the Eighth District. There are six del- 
egates from New Mexico, and among them 
appears the name of Alex. Morrison, who 
was a mighty man in Chicago politics quite 
a number of years ago. The McKinley man- 
agers claim five out of the six, the exception 
being W. H. H. Llewellyn, who is said to 
have a preference for Allison. Capt. 
Llewellyn has been a familiar figure in Re- 
publican national politics for the last six- 
teen years. He was an Indian agent out in 
that country for a longtime. The chances 
are he will be over in McKinley’s camp be- 
fore long. 

Among the delegates from Texas instruct- 
ed for McKinley appears the name of Web- 
ster Flanagan of Henderson, who comes 
from the Third District. In 1880 or there- 
abouts Flanagan is credited with having 
made the famous remark, “ What are we 
here for, if not for office?“ Flanagan’s seat 
in this convention is contested, but the 
chances are he will hold onto it just the same, 
because the man who is fighting him is in- 
structed for Reed. 

McKinley claims three men out of Utah— 
to-wit: Brown, McCormick, and Kearns. 
James D. Brady of Petersburg is the only 

Virginia delegate without a contest who is 
conceded to any candidate other than Mc- 
Kinley. That is about the way the list runs 
clear through. It makes mighty interesting 
reading at this particplar juncture and 
everybody will be watching to see how close- 
ly Mark Hanna’s predictions have been ver- 
ified when the roll-call comes. 


BRADLEY .MAKES HIS STATEMENT. 


Denies the Report That MeKinley Fa- 
vored a Silver Declaration. 
Frankfort, Ky., June 10.—Gov. Bradley 
gave out tonight the following statement 
concerning the report that he is acting in 
political affairs under the direction of Thom- 

as C. Platt: 

I deny that I was ever the representative 
of Mr. Evans in any way, nor is it true that 
my action was controlled or governed in the 
slightest degree by what is called the Platt- 
Clarkson crowd.’ There never was any 
combination between those gentlemen or 
any one of them and myself or any of my 
friends. I have not attempted to make 
terms with Mr. McKinley or any of his man- 
agers or with any one of the Presidential 
aspirants or any of their managers. I have 
not offered to trade sixteen votes or any 
votes for the Vice-Presidency, nor will I be 
a candidate for Vice-President, nor would 
I accept a Cabinet position. 

**I did write to Mr. MeKinely, and at the 
same time wrote to a number of leading Re- 
publicans throughout the country, concern- 
ing the Kentucky campaign. The insinua- 
tion that I wrote favoring a straddle on the 
currency question, or that Mr. McKinley 
advised me not to pursue such @ course or 
said, The silver agitation was the result 
of hard times, just as the greenback craze 
was the result of the panic of 1873,“ is totally 
false. I did not write him that Aanajority 
of the people of Kentucky were in favor of 
free coinage ’ or that both parties were rap- 
idly drifting that way.’ My expressed opin- 
ion was that the Minneapolis platform was 
too general, and that the party should make 
a clear and distinct declaration. 

My views concerning the currency ques- 
tion are too well known to require explana- 
tion in Kentucky. Weeks before the con- 
vention assembled the Louisville Critic an- 
nounced my declaration that I would not 
accept the nomination on a free silver plat- 
form, and the Dembitz interyiew in the 
Courier-Journal was almost equally explicit. 
I have time and again declared in favor of 
the gold standard, with every dollar made 
of equal value, and against the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. My canvass was 
made on a platform embodying those ideas, 
and I adhere to that platform now. I be- 
lieve that sound currency will be the lead- 
ing issue of the coming campaign. The 
honor of the Republican party and the wel- 
fare of the people demandit. Itis far above 
personal success or individual advancement, 
and in this hour of supreme trial the Repub- 


tatingty in favor of the single gold standard. 
It is no time for quibbling or evasion. We 
may lose some Western States, but this loss 
will be more than compensated by gains in 
the old slave border States. But if I thought 
that such a declaration would cause the Re- 
publican nominee to be defeated I would 
none the less favor it, for sucoess at the ex- 
pense of national welfare would be neither 
ereditable nor profitable, 

In justice to Mr. McKinley I will add that 
the statement in today’s Courier-Journal 
that he wrote recommending the ‘ adoption 
of a plank with a strong free silver tinge’ 
is not true. Neither he nor any one of the 
gentlemen addressed suggested anything 
of the kind.”’

Under 
existing circumstances to pay public debts 
in silver coin is repudiation; to pay private 
debts in coin is to rob the wage-earners; and 
to provide for the free coinage of silver 
means the destruction of legitimate business 
and great suffering among the laboring 
classes. f 

We believe that the safety of our nation- 
al finances requires a system of sound bank- 
ing by which a bank note currency ample 
to supply the needs of the whole country 
shall be created, safely secured, and always 
and everywhere redeemable in gold.“

OPENING OF THE DEFENSE IN THE 
BELASCO-FAIRBANK CASE. 


It Is Contended That the Suit Is One 
of Collusion on the Part of the 
Plaintiff and Mrs. Carter to Extort 
Money from Mr. Fairbank, Who 
“Has Been Duped by Those in 
Whom He Trusted "—General News 
from New York. 


New York, June 10.—{Special.}—As usual 
N. K. Fairbank was the first of the princi- 
pals to enter Part V. of the Supreme Court 
today, where the trial of the action brought 
against him by David Belasco, playwright, 
to recover $65,000 for instructing Mrs. Leslie 
Carter in stage art was resumed before 
Judge Giegerich and a jury. 

During Mr. Deming's opening address for 
the defense Mr. Belasco sat with his accus- 
tomed air of injured innocence, occasionally 
running his fingers through his tousled iron 
gray hair. Now and then he would smile in 
an amazed sort of way, especially when Mr. 
Deniing dwelt on his relations with Mrs. 
Carter, and referred to him in various ways 
as a past master in assuming characters and 
of his artful dodges in obtaining money from 
Fairbank. 

Mr. Deming denied all of Belasco’s claims, 
denied that Mr. Fairbank had ever employed 
him, and declared that the price he placed 
on his services was exorbitant. He claimed 
that Mr. Fairbank had already advanced 
Mr. Belasco $50,000, and held that the jury 
should not only render a verdict against 
Belasco, but should also give Mr. Fairbank 
a judgment for the. 350,000 advanced. 


Belasco and Mrs. Ca rter. 


He then pointed out that while Mrs. Car- 
ter was one of the parties sued by Belasco 
she was in reality friendly to Belasco, and 
that the suit was collusion on the part of 
Belasco and Mrs. Carter to extort money 
from Mr. Fairbank. Mr. Fairbank was oniy 
ashamed, he said, that he had been duped 
by those in whom he had trusted. 

Edmund E. Gilmore, the theatrical mana- 
ger, took the stand at the conclusion of Mr. 
Deming’s address. Mr. Gilmore said that 
Belaseo agreed in 1889 to train Mrs. Carter, 
and was guaranteed by the witness $2,500 
for his services. Afterwards Mr. Gilmore 
withdrew from the arrangement. He testi- 
fied that Mrs. Carter came to the Academy 
of Music and asked for money. He called 
on her the next day and told her he wished 
she would repay the money she had bor- 
rowed, as he did not want any more to do 
with her. 

Mr. Gilmore testified that Mr. Belasco dur- 
ing the time he was training Mrs. Carter in 
the early part of 1889 called at his office 
and asked for money several times. He 
said that he had a check book, showing 
payments to Mr. Belasco, and that some of 
the checks bore Mr. Belasco’s indorsbment. 

Then followed a sensational scene that 
surprised évery one. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer said: ‘‘ Produce 
those checks with Belasco's indorsement.“ 

Mr. Gilmore put his hand in his pocket, pro- 
duced a large pocketbook, and pulled out a 
bundle of checks which he looked over once 
and then exclaimed: “I haven’t them. 
They are not here.“ 

When did you see them last?“ asked Mr. 
Defining. 

When I permittted Judge Dittenhoefer’s 
expert to see them.“ 

This brought Judge Dittenhoefer to his 
feet with the exclamation: ‘‘ Who was that 
expert? Name him.“

Do you mean this jury to understand that 
Mr. Belasco, who is at the head of his pro- 
fession, was willing to accept $100 a week 
for training Mrs. Carter? “ was asked.

Charles L. Allen, Mr. Fairbank’s lawyer, 
was next examined.

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer objected, almost 
shouting: ‘*‘ Good God, can’t a woman have 
an opportunity to make an honest living 
without having all her past dragged up 
against her! What would all our great 
artists be if their private lives were ran- 
sacked before the public?“ 

The court ruled the question out, holding 
that the facts came to the witness as a 
privileged communication.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


CONGRESS DECIDES TO ADJOURN AT 
4 O’CLOCK TODAY. 


Agreement Comes Late in the Day 
When Both Houses Are Threaten- 
ing to Hold Out All Summer Rather 
than Yield a Point to the Other— 
Senate Wins a Victory, Its Public 
Building Amendments Being Ac- 
cepted. 

Washington, D. C., June 10,—Congress 
today settled its differences and by a joint 
resolution fixed upon 4 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon for the end of the session. , 

The agreement came late in the day, just 
as the prospects for adjournment were be- 
ginning to look dark, with both Houses 
threatening to hold out all summer before 
either would yield a point to the other, with 
a bare quorum responding to roll-calls, and 
with a final flare of partisan political re- 

ons.

SENATE PASSES THE CONTEMPT BILL 


* 


It Provides for Trial by Jury in Pros- . 


ecutions of This Sort. 
Washington, D. C., June 10,—The Senate, 
after disposing of the last ot the appropria- 
tion bills and fixing 4 f. m. tomorrow as the 
time for final adjournment, decided to hold 
a night session in order to adjust minor dif- 


‘ferenees between the two Houses. | 
A number of bills were passed during the 


day, including the important bill giving trial 
by jury and other safeguards in prosecution 
for contempt of court. This was passed 
without division, The measure has been 
vigorously urged by labor interests, partic- 
ularly railroad employés. It is the result 
of the agitation resulting from the imprison- 
ment of Eugene V. Debs for contempt of an 
injunction issued at the time of the Chicago 


strike. 

The bill as passed continues the power of 
summary punishment when an offense is 
committed in the immediate presence of a 
Judge. But in indirect contempts, such as 
violation of an injuriction, the bill provides 
that the accused shall be given a full hear- 
ing, with opportunities to summop witnesses 
and offer a defense. An amendment was 
made by Mr. Cannon of Utah giving the ac- 
cused right of trial by jury on application. 
In case of conviction an appeal is provided to 
the Supreme Court. Senators Hill, Butler, 
and Peffer supported the bill, and Mr. Platt 
opposed it as revolutionizing the judicial 
system, 

The bill establishing a code of signals at 
sea was passed, Mr. Vest explaining that 
Great Britain had assented at last to the 
entire maritime code, 

The Senate bill to increase the pay of 
letter-carriers was also passed. It provides 
that after June 30 the pay of letter-carriers 
in cities of more than 75,000 population for 
the first year of service shall be $600: sec- 
ond year, $800; third year. $1,000, and there- 
after $1,200; and after June 30, 1896, the pay 
of letter-carriers in cities of a population 
of under 75,000 for the first year of service 
shall be 9600; second year, $800; third year 
and thereafter, 81,000. |

MANY BILLS PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 


Absence of Kem the Objector Gives 
Members an Opportunity. 
Washington, D. C., June 10.—An enormous 
amount of business was transacted by,the 
House today in order to clear the desks for 
the final adjournment for tomorrow. The 


absence of Mr. Kem permitted members to 


pass bills in the closing hours in which they 
were vitally interested. 

There was a great clamor for recognition. 
Fifty-three bills and joint resolutions were 
passed, the most important of which proba- 
bly was the bill appropriating $200,000 for 
the Trans-Mississippi Exposition at Omaha. 

With seventy-five or eighty members in 
the area in front of the Speaker's desk clam- 
oring with uplifted arms the House resem- 
bled nothing so much as a wheat pit during 
a semi-panic. 

The Senate resolution directing the Sécre- 
tary of the Interior to resume the work of 
issuing patents to bona fide purchasers of 
‘Union Pacific lands was adopted after it had 
been amended sq as to exclude the possibility 
of placing a construction upon its language 
which would include mortgages under the 
term “ purchasers.” 

Among bills passed were the following: 
To extend the scope of the investigation of 
the Agricultural Department into the ques- 
tion of road improvements, to grant permis- 
sion for the rection of amonument in Wash- 
ington in honor of Samuel ‘Hahnemann; to 
set apart certain lands, now known as the 
Pacific forest reservation, as a public park 
to be known as the Washington National 
Park ; and to authorize the County of St. 
Louis, Minn., to construct a bridge across 
the St, Louis River at Fond du Lac. 

After recess a bill was passed to pension 
the widow of Brig.-Gen. John H. Gibbon at 
the rate of $50 per month. 

Mr. Cannon presented the conference re- 
port on the sundry civil appropriation bill. 
He explained that the conferrees had been 
unable to agree on the public buildingitems. 
The Senate still insisted on its amendments, 
but he expressed the opinion that if the 
House continued to stand firm the Senate 
would yield. Mr. Wilson (Rep., Idaho) 
moved that the House recede and conctr in 
the Senate amendments. The motion was 
carried, 100—88. 

The House then concurred in the Senate 
amendments to the Cummings bill to pre- 
vent the fraudulent branding of bottled 
spirits. 

The final conference report on the Distriet 
of Columbia bill was agreed to.

SEXTON MAY GET HIS MONEY BACK.

Bill Intended for the Relief of Post- 
masters Passes Congress. 
Washington, D. C., June 10,—[{Special.}— 
Through the efforts of Representatives Cook 
of Chicago and Connolly of Springfield and 
Senator Cujlom a bill was passed by Con- 
gress today amending the statute authoriz- 
ing the Postmaster-General to adjust the 
claims of the Postmaster for loss by burg- 
lary, fire, or other unavoidable casualty. 
Under existing Jaw the limit for such ad- 
justment by the department is $2,000, but 
by the terms of the bill which Illinois Con- 
gressmen put through today it is provided 
‘that the limit shall not exceed $10,000, No 
sum shall be paid or credited, however, until 
after the facts have been ascertained by the 
Postmaster-General and reported to Congress 
with recommendation for an appropriation or 
credit in accordance with the circumstances. 
This measure was favored by Postmaster- 
General Wilson and consequently no dif- 
ficulty was anticipated about the measure 
becoming a law before the adjournment of 
the first session of the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress. By the provisions of the bill the Post- 
master-General would be enabled to ad- 
just and return to James A. Sexton, formerly 
Postmaster at Chicago, $3,757; postal funds 
stolen from his office on Dec, 12, 1893, and 
allow Redick M. Ridgely, Postmaster at 
Springfield, a credit for $6,516 now charged 
against him on account of stamps, stamped 
envelopes, and postal cards, stolen from his 
postoffice vault on April 3, 1805. | 
Favorable action on both these claims has 
been recommended by the accounting of- 
ficers of the Postoffice Department, the evi- 
dence taken having satilsfied them that the 


‘losses resulted from no fault or negligence 


on the part of-the Postmasters. 
OMAHA EXPOSITION VOTED $200,000. 


Bill Is Rushed Through Congress and 
Signed by the President. 

Washington, D. C.; June 10.—[Special.}—It¢ 
would de hard to find a prouder man than 
Dave Mercer, who represents the Omaha 
district in the Fifty-foutth Congress, and 
all because of the success that crowned his 
efforts today in connection with the Oma- 
ha exposition bill.“ . 

Within three hours from the time the 
energetic Nebraska Congressman had se- 
cured recognition for his pet projeet it had 
run the gantlet of both Houses of Congress 
and become a law by the signature of the 
President of the United States. 

All this time Mercer kept guard over the 
precious measure, for it involved.a $200,000 
appropriation by the government, and after 
seeing to it that the bill was properly en- 
rolled he hurried to the White House with 
it and was granted a hearing by President 
Cleveland. What arguments were used by 
Mercer to convince the President that the 
bill was a meritorious one will probably 
never be divulged, but within ten minutes 
after the Omaha Congressman entered the 
White House he had carried everything be- 
tere him, and was enabled to telegraph his 
waiting constituents that the boom for the 
exposition had been started at the Washing- 
ton end of the line in the most substantial 
manner. 


‘Larger than Atlanta’s. 

Twenty-four States and Territories are 
actually interested in this enterprise, each 
one of Which has given assurances that it 
will make an exhibit and an appropriation 
in order that the exposition may be a suc- 
cess. Attention was called to the fact that 
the government had encouraged expositions 
of a similar character at New Orleans and 
Atlanta, while government aid had been ex- 
tended to even lesser affairs in other parts 
of thecountry. Assurances were given Con- 
gress that the Omaha exposition would be 
on a larger scale than the one recently held 
at Atlanta, and would be of special benefit 
to the trans-Mississippi country. 

According to provisions of the law enacted 
today the exposition will begin June 1 and 
close Nov. 1, 1808, for the exhibition of the 
resources of the United States of America 
and the progress and civilization of the 
western hemisphere, through the medium of 
A display of the arts, industries, manu- 
Yactures, and products of the soll, mines, 
and sea. All articles imported from foreigh 
countries for the sole purpose of exhibition 
at the exposition are to be admitted free of 
duty customs, or otherwise under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe. 

An exhibit is to be made by the Govern- 
ment of the United States from the Execu- 
tive Department, Smithsonian Institution, 
United States Fish Commission, and Na- 
tional Museum of such arts and material 
as illustrate the function and administra- 
tive faculty of the government in time of 
peace, and its resources as a war power. 
These exhibits are to be made in a suitable 
building, to cost not more than $50,000, 
erected under the supervision of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. Expenses of the gov- 
ernment exhibit for every purpose, includ- 
ing transportation from Washington to 
Omaha and return, must not exceed $150,000, 
and the United States is not to be Hable for 
any expense growing out of the exposition 
except for the construction of the govern- 
ment building, and for the transportation, 
care, and ctistody of the government ex- 
hibit.

Leaders Frankly Confess in Private 
the Errors of Their Party. 

Washington D., C., June 9.—{Special.]— 
Chairman Dingley of the Ways and Means 
committee of the House in summing up the 
work of the present session with Tu TRIB- 
UNE correspondent, said the Republicans 
rad endeavored to relieve the financial dis- 
tress throughout the country, but their ef- 
forts had been thwarted by the Senate. 

“I regret very much,” said Mr. Dingley, 
“that Democrats of the administration and 
the silver men in the Senate refused to ac- 
cept the plan of relief for the Treasury con- 
tained in the emergency tariff bill that 
passed the House before the Christmas holi- 
days.

“Senator Hill has told me more than once 
recently that his party associates made a se- 
rious mistake in not accepting that bill as 
soon as it was offered to them. From a 
party standpoint he was obliged to defend 
the administration and his party, but there 
never had been a doubt in his mind about 
the insufficiency of the revenues. Not only 
has Senator Hill admitted that fact, but 
Senator Gorman and other conservative 
Democrats have made similar statements in 
Congress repeatedly during the present ses- 
sion. 

Not only have the Democratic leaders in 
Congress confessed a deficiency in the reve- 
nues, but Secretary Carlisle, in spite of his 
public utterances to the contrary, has ad- 
mitted to me that the revenues of the goy- 
ernment are not sufficient to meet the de- 
mands made upon the Treasury. In justice 
to him I must say that he has always ac- 
companied such an admission with an ex- 
pression of hope that the next month would 
bring a substantial increase in the revenues. 
So it has been from month to month ever 
since the passage of the Gorman- Wilson bill. 

“IT have appealed to Secretary Carlisle to 
use his influence with the administration and 
his party friends in Congress to treat the 
subject as a purely business proposition and 

divorce it from the narrow lines of political

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NIGHT CLASH AT TRACKS. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC TRACKLAYERS 
AND POLICEMEN Mur.. 


Fears That the Company Would At- 
: tempt to Evade the Injunction of 
Judge Gibbons*Restraining Track- 
laying on the Gage Farm—A Squad 
of Police Is Sent to the Spot—Resi- 
dents of Cicero Alsg Gather in Large 
Numbers. * 
Chief of Police Badenoch and Assistant 
Chief Ross descended on the Gage farm in 
the Town of Cicero last night, having under 
their command twenty Chicago patrolmen. 
The appearance of this forcé, augmenting 
the strength of the Cicero police, checked 
for the moment the scheme of the Northern 
Pacific railroad to push its tracks through 
on Harlem avenue from its main line to 
Thirty-ninth street. 

Ten coach loads of laborers—several hun- 
dred in all-were on hand early at night to 
lay the rails, but the heavy police guard 
awed them. At 2 o’clock this morning a 
small detachment of police was still on 
guard and the railway company was making 
no further efforts to push its tracks. 

The day throughout was one of excitement 
in Cicero. The Northern Pacific lost no time 
yesterday morning in following up its vie- 
tory of Saturday night in the Cicero Council, 
when it received again the rights taken from 
it in May by the repeal of a franchise in the 


‘township. Preparations were made for the 


track laying in Harlem avenue. As early 
as Tuesday material was hurried to the spot, 
and by yesterday morning tracks had been 
constructed as far as Twenty-second street 
where the Gage farm begins. Harlem ave- 
nue hag never been opened between Twenty- 
second and Thirty-first streets. 

City Real Estate Agent Payne Harrington 
made a trip out to Clyde to investigate late 
on Tuesday night. 


Laborers Invade the Farm. 

He instructed Nicholas Doss, the tenant of 
the property, to keep a watch on the progress 
of track laying and to report at once It city 
property was invaded. While Doss was 
plowing early yesterday morning he saw two 
cars filled with Italian laborers switched on 
a siding just north of the farm. Without 
waiting for further developments he boarded 
‘a Burlington train and came to the elty. 

Mr. Harrington notified A&Ssistant Super- 
intendent Ross the work of track laying was 
about to be begun, and Mr. Ross telephoned 
to Cicero requesting protection for the city 
property. 

Lieut. Schaefer at Clyde took a wagon- 
load of policemen to the scene in the after- 
noon and was shown a permit signed by 
President Pierce. He declined to interfere 
with proceedings. 

In the meanwhile Mr. Hargington laid the 
case before Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Dupuy, who secured an injunction from 
Judge Gibbons restraining temporarily fur- 
ther track-laying. Work was then stopped, 

It was generally supposed the injunction 
would put an effectual check on the work at 
present. But such was not the case. At6 
o’clock last evening several hundred labor- 
ers with picks and shoveis were hauled to 
the spot and at once began laying tracks. 


Custodian Asks for Aid. 


Nicholas Sholtes, custodian of the Gage 
property, through which the railroad sought 
to run tracks, saw them at work at 7 p. m. 
and rushed to a telephone. He asked for 
aid from the Cicero police and also tele- 
phoned to Chief Badenoch in Chicago. 

The Cicero force responded and so did 
Chief Badenoch. When ten men from the 
Hinman Street Station and ten from the 
Lawndale Avenue Station arrived with the 
Chief and Assistant Chief in command, 300 
feet of ties had been laid. 

Without any resistance the workmen sus- 
pended operations, and a little while later 
they were taken away in the cars which 
brought them. During the evening there 
was great excitement among the residents 
of Cicero, where feeling in regard to the 
track laying runs high. 

The ordinance originally granting the 
Northern Pacific the right of way was re- 
pealed dy the Cicero board May 23. 

The Ogden railway has laid tracks on 
Harlem avenue, between Thirty-first and 
Thirty-ninth, and the repealing ordinance 
was passed by its partisans. On Saturday 
evening, however, the Northern Pacific 
asked for a rehearing and on the announce- 
ment of a five-cent fare by that road to 
the city. the repealing ordinance was re- 
scinded with a rush and by a great ma- 
jority. 

What the Ordinance Granted. 


Of course the town trustees understood 
when the original ordinance was passed, 
said President Pierce, that Harlem ave- 
nue was not open between Twenty-second 
and Thirty-first streets. The ordinance did 
not pretend to grant a right of way over pri- 
vate property. The right of way, as pro- 
vided in the ordinance, was from the east 
to the west lines of the town and from the 
Northern Pacific main tracks and Harlem 
avenua over ‘all that portion of Harlem 
avenue lying within the limits of the Town 
of Cicero between the main tracks and the 
south boundary.’ 

In other words, the railway was given 
the right to run over Harlem avenue when- 
ever it should be legally opened. It has 
never been legally opened between Twenty- 
second and Thirty-first streets, and of course 
the trusteés did not concern themselves 
about the matter further. The railroad and 
the city -will- have to fight it out between 
them. When, the repealing ordinance was 
rescinded on Saturday I do not believe any 
one thought about the city’s farm,’ 

The injunction issued by Judge Gibbons 
is aguinst the Southwestern, the Northern 
Pacific, and the Suburban; which has formed 
a traffic arrangement with the Northern 
Pacific. ‘ee en. 
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Some exceedingly fine chorus work was ac- 
complished by the choir of St. James’ Church 
in its concert last night, which took place 
in the auditorium of the parish house in 
Huron street.

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Freezing Weather the Only Thing 
That Will Save the Asphalt Im- 
provement in the Vicinity of Hoyne 
Avenue—Horses in Danger of Get- 
ting Fast in the Tar—West Park 
Commissioners Will Not Accept the 
Work Unless It Is Satisfactory. 

Jackson boulevard residents have been 
puzzling their brains for four weeks over the 
gradual disappearance of the asphalt pave- 
ment, Until two days ago nobody knew 
where it was going or whether it would come 
back again. All the helpless boulevarders 
could do was to stand by without being able 
to raise a finger to save the improvement.

POINTS FOR THE PLATFORM. 

Several correspondents ask THE TRIBUNE 
„hy it does not write a money plank for 
the St. Louis convention.” The answer is 
that it is the business of the convention to 
attend to that job. 

The wording of the plank must be left to 
the Committee on Resolutions, which will 
use its own judgment as to the language to 
be employed, and will not cut out of a news- 
paper and paste on a sheet of paper with- 
out alteration some plank it may find there 
on that question. 

However, there are certain points which 
the St. Louis plank should contain, or it will 
be disappointing to the mass of Republic- 
ans. Those are points which the vast ma- 
jority of the party desire it shall contain. 
They do not care much about a particular 
phraseology, but they insist on the sub- 
stance. This paper has no objection to 
stating what those points include. 

The money plank should pledge the party 
to the retention and maintenance of the gold 
standard of values, which this country has 
had for over a century, and should pledge 
it to resist all attempts of the free silverites 
to substitute for that standard a 16 to 1 
depreciated silver standard. 
There should be a clear-cut promise to 
maintain the parity with gold of all the 
silver and paper money now in circulation, 
and to defend that money against the at- 
tacks of men who want to deprive it of half 
its business value by authorizing the free 


' coinage of silver at the false and fraudulent 


ratio of 16 to 1. 

The free coinage of silver at 16 to 1 with- 
out the assistance of all the leading nations 
of the earth should be denounced because it 
means confiscation, repudiation, and cur- 
rency contraction—because it will take one- 
half off the value of all deposits of the people 
in banks and will enable dishonest men to 
wriggle out of half what they owe their 
neighbors on contracts based on good do“ 
lars, and yet hold on to the other half of the 
property they bought or borrowed without 
paying anything for it. 

The eqnvention should declare in favor of 
the maintenance of the gold standard for 
the reason that Americans are entitled to 
as good money as any other people in the 
world, and they cannot have such moncy 
without the gold standard being retained in 
this country. The convention should pledge 
the party to resist the adoption of the de- 
based monometallic silver standard because 
all wage scales have been made on the gold 
standard, and a change to the silver one 
will upset wages and prices and force the 
wage-workers to take their pay in cheaper, 
poorer money than they receive now, and 
that would be wrong and dishonest. 

The money plank, to sum it up, must de- 
clare that the party is for retaining the gold 
standafd and against free coinage of silver, 
which would substitute bad money for good 
money. 

Then it should state the evils which free 
coinage of cheap silver will involve and the 
benefits of adhering to the gold standard. 
It must state its position clearly and give 
good reasons therefor. There will be men 
enough at St. Louis competent to state that 
position and those reasons in good plain 
English. Such a platform will make the 
party happy and enthusiastic, and draw to 
the support of its ticket whole legions of 
good money Democrats and cause the elec- 
tion of the ticket by triumphant majorities, 
so large as to settle the silver craze in this 


country for the next generation at least. | 
There must be no evasions, trimming, or 


shuffling in the platform, but open, plain 
dedling with the people. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN PROMISES NOTHING, 
The Congress of the Chambers of Com- 


merce of the British Empire, which met day 
before yesterday at London, was addressed 
by Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, on the subject of 
commercial union between the colonies and 
the mother country. 

From the point of view of the Canadians 
and other colonists, “ commercial union 
means an arrangement by which their 
wheat, wool, and other raw materials will 
be admitted free into England, as now, 
while duties will be imposed on similar com- 
peting products coming from other coun- 
tries. The necessary result of this would 
be that those colonial products would com- 
mand a higher ꝓriee in the English market. 

As Mr. Chamberlain put it, the adoption 
of the plan so greatly favored by the Cana- 
dians “would establish immediate and 
practically free trade throughout the em- 
pire, while leaving the contracting parties 
free to make their own arrangements in re- 
gard to duties on foreign goods.” But the 
essential condition was that Great Britain 


cut down greatly that with foreign nations. 
The English people are aware of that and 
hence never will consent to sacrifice them 
selves for the benefit of their colonies. They 
will continue to buy food and everything 


else as cheaply as they can. 


‘THE EFFECT OF THE BOND SALES, 

Secretary Carlisle has made a statement 
to the Senate committee which was directed 
to investigate the bond sales made by the 
QGleveland administration. In this state- 
ment he reviews at length the conditions 
which led to each bond issue, and says that 
the prices obtained for them “were as 
high as it was possible to obtain under the 
circumstances existing at the times when 
the sales were made.“ | 

One unfavorable circumstance was the 
fact that Congress was deaf to all the Presi- 
dent's appeals for remedial legislation. He 
informed Congress that sixteen millions 
could be saved the people on one transac- 
tion if it would give him authority to sell 
gold bonds so that purchasers would be sure 
they would get back gold for the gold they 
give instead of 50-cent silver, but Congress 
would not let him sell such bonds. 

One of the unfavorable circumstances 
which the Secretary fails to mention is the 
fact that the revenues did not cover the ex- 
penditures, and hence a part of the proceed’ 
of bond sales had to be used to meet current 
expenses. The people were aware of that, 
and did not relish this plan of selling bonds 
to meet expenses when the money needed 
should have been supplied by legislation 
which would have increased the revenues 
of the government. 

Mr. Carlisle was asked by the committee 
what effect the bond sales had on the credit 
and business of the people of the United 
States. His answer is: 

In my opinion the sales. were necessary for the 
preservation of the credit of the government and 
the security of the business interests of the peo- 
ple, and that they, in fact, accomplished those re- 
sults. | 3 
In general, the effect of the sale was to restore 
confidence, for the time being, at least, in the 
power and purpose of the government to maintain 
its own credit, to preserve the parity of our coins 
and the value ots our currency, and to check the 
return of our securities in large amounts from other 
countries for sale in the market here. 

He is right. The bond sales were neces- 
sary, when made, and had they not been 
made the country would be now in the 
depths of the acutest distress. But for 
those bond sales, which averted a slump to 
the silver standard and,the obliteration of 
billions of capital, the government and the 
industries of the United States would have 
been bankrupted, and ten men would have 
been idle where one is now. 

When the dispassionate, non-partisan 
biographer writes Mr. Cleveland’s life the 


one thing beyond all others for which he will 


commend the President will be that in de- 
fiance of a majority of his party and the 
active or passive opposition of Congress 
and regardless of the denunciation of free 
silverites, who claimed they had a majority 
of the people on their side, he persisted in 
selling bonds and maintaining the credit of 
the country. That act will more than offset 
all the blunders he has committed.

HUMAN LABOR THE REAL STANDARD OF 
VALUE. 

Free silverites are always asserting that 

gold must have appreciated greatly in value 

because it will purchase twice as much of 


all kinds of property as it would just before 


the erime year while silver will buy as 
much. 

The honest money men reply that even 
admitting it to be true that the prices of 
certain products have fallen, owing to over- 
supply, cheaper transportation, reduced 
cost of production, etc., the value of gold 
as measured by human labor has depre- 
ciated .instead of appreciated. This fact 
may surprise some of the younger silverites 
who do not remember but a short distance 
back. 

The sound money men contend that the 
reward of human labor and not the price of 
the results of human labor per weight or 
measure is the real standard. They show 
that gold wages are higher than they were 
fifty, thirty, or twenty years ago. The 
older free silverites never deny that 
fact. They have much impudence, but not 
enough to deny what they recollect. But 
they ignore the point, because it knocks out 
their contention. 

There is one partial exception—Senator 
Teller. In a speech made by him last week 
he displayed more courage than any of his 
free silver allies, in or out of Congress. He 
made the customary declaration that 
“everything in the world which is méas- 
ured with gold is worth practically but half 
what it was a few years ago. Iff other 
words, where the gold standard prevails 
there has been a shrinking and shriveling of 
values.“ ' 

Then he went on to say: “ The only ex- 
“ception there is to the ability to purchase 
“twice as much is labor. There is an ex- 
“ception there. I will admit that you ean- 
not purchase twice as much labor.“ 

This is not an honest admission, for it 
does not cover the whole ground. Gold 
not merely does not buy twice as much 
labor, but it buys a great deal less labor 
than it did before the crime of 73 was 
committed, and for which his chum, Sena- 
tor Stewart of Nevada, voted. 

Taking the wages of 1860, which was just 
before the war, as a standard: If it re- 
quired a hundred gold dollars to buy a cer- 
tain amount of labor then that same amount 
could have been purchased with eighty- 


that wage-earners can do so no longer, 
though better organized than ever before. 
According to him their gold wages will soon 
be one-half what they were twenty-five 
years ago. They are not afraid of that and 
there are no s of it, and every intelli- 
gent man who reflects knows it is impossi- 
ble—unless the Democrats should secure 
thé adoption of free trade. 

This partial admission on Teller’s part 
ought to set the workingmen to thinking. 
He says gold has appreciated more in com- 
parison with the prices of products than the 
price of their labor. Then they are the 
gainers, for their labor will buy more. 
They are in reality very heavy gainers, for 
while the purchasing power of their wages 
was 100 in gold in 1860 it was 172 in gold 
in 1890 for the same amount of toil. 

The gold standard having done so well 
by the workingmen if they have their wits 
about them they will stand by it, and not 
follow Altgeld and Teller in an attempt to 
abolish the gold and to introduce the silver 
standard so their wages may be paid in 50- 
cent dollars. If they have sense enough to 
know on which side their bread is buttered 
they certainly will not vote for that result.

MEN WHO MIGHT HAVE BEEN PRESI- 
DENTS. 

Mr. Joseph M. Rodgers has contributed to 
the North American Review an analytical 
study of Presidential elections, with the 
view of demonstrating the uncertainty of 
these elections and the comparative worth- 
lessness of the predictions of political wise- 
acres. Upon the eve of the nominating con- 
ventions these analyses may prove of inter- 
est as showing that very few of the elec- 
tions have beén foregone conclusions and 
how many candidates have narrowly es- 
caped being Presidents. 

In 1789 Washington was unanimously 
chosén President, but only ten States were 
represented in the college, Rhode Island, 
New York, and North Carolina not being 
qualified, and in 1792 he received the votes 
of 132 Electors from fifteen States, Mary- 
land and Vermont not voting. The can- 
vass of 1796 was an exciting one because of 
the dislike cf some of the party leaders to 
John Adams, the Federalist candidate. At 
that time the Electors simply voted for two 
persons, without naming either for Presi- 
dent or Vice-President, the one having the 
majority of votes being declared elected 
President. The conspiracy against Adams 
was to get the majority for Pinckney of 
South Carolina, ostensibly the candidate 
for Vice-President, and thus give him first 
place. Adams discovered the plot, and his 
New England friends thwarted it by scat- 
tering the votes for second place, by which 
Pinckney lost the first, which he would 
have had if all the Federalists had voted for 
him. 

In 1800 the same game was tried again 
by the disaffected Federalists against 
Adams. They placed another Pinckney in 
the field for Vice-President. The actual re- 
sult was a tie between Jefferson and Burr, 
each having 73 votes, instead of a tie be- 
tween Jefferson and Pinckney, which would 
have been the case had the Federalist plans 
gone through. The election went into the 
House, each State casting one vote. On 
the thirty-sixth ballot the contest was de- 
cided for Jefferson by a number of Fed- 
eralists casting blank votes, Jefferson get- 
ting the votes of ten States, Burr of four, 
Delaware and South Carolina voting blank. 
Thus, as Mr. Rodgers says, “ under the 
original method of electing Presidents 
Thomas Pinckney, Charles C. Pinckney, 
and Aaron Burr might have been elected, 
not one of whom was a candidate for the 
office.” In 1804 the Constitution was 
amended by providing that Electors should 
vote separately for President and Vice- 
President. 

Jefferson, in 1804, and Madison, in 1808. 
went in by large majorities. In 1812 Madi- 
son had 128 votes, against 89 for De Witt 
Qlinton. Had Pennsylvania supported 
Clinton and a peace policy he (Clinton) 
would have been elected. In 1816 Monroe 
carried every State except Connecticut, Del- 
aware, and Massachusetts, and in 1820every 
State but New Hampshire. In 1824 there 
were four candidates, Jackson, John Quincy 
Adams, Crawford, and Clay, and no one of 
them had a majority, Clay being at the bot- 
tom of the list and Jackson at the head with 
99 votes, against 84 for Adams. When the 
House came to ballot Clay threw his votes 
to Adams. The latter was the only Presi- 
dent who received a smaller popular and 
Electoral vote than his leading rival. In 
1828, however, Jackson had a larger ma- 
jority in the Electoral College than Adams 
had votes. Jackson was reélected in 1832, 
having 219 votes to 49 for Clay, though the 
popular vote stood 687,502 for Jackson to 
530,189 for Clay. In 1836 Van Buren went 
in by a large Electoral majority, due prin- 
eipally to the effort of his enemies in the 
Senate to disgrace him by refusing to con- 
firm him as Minister to England. 

In 1840 Harrison went in as “a hurrah 
candidate,” but his early death made Tyler 
an accidental President. Mr. Rodgers, 
speaking of the nominating convention, 
says: | 

Among Clay’s ardent supporters was John Tyler 
of Virginia, who was so chagrined over the defeat 
of his chief that he wept bitter tears. The conven- 
tion was desirous of placating Clay's friends, and, 
seizing on those tears as evidence of warmest per- 
sonal and political friendship, Tyler was nominated 
for Vice-President. It seems likely from all re- 
ports that the choice would have fallen on John M. 


Clayton of Delaware but for those tears. If Clay- 
ton had been President instead of Tyler how dif- 


Butler, James G. Blaine, and Samuel J. 
Tilden came within an ace of being Presi- 
dent; while John Adams, Jefferson (first 
term), Madison (second term), John Qnincy 
Adams, Van Buren, William Henry Harri- 
son, Tyler, Polk, Taylor, Fillmore, Pierce, 
Lincoln (first term), Johnson, Hayes, Gar- 
field, Arthur, Benjamin Harrison, and 
Cleveland (first term) were either acci- 
dents of politics or were barely elected. 


The only Presidents ever elected who were 


the leading choice of their party before 
nomination were Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison (first term), Monroe, Jackson, Lin- 
coln (second term), Grant, and Cleveland 
(second term). Mr. Rodgers’ analyses clear- 
ly. show the futility of political predictions 
and the slenderness of the threads upon 
which Presidential hopes often hang. It 
is usually the unexpected that happens. 
And it happens so often at conventions and 
at the polls that Mr. Rodgers has some war- 
rant in saying he is a rash man who dares 
predict who will be next President. 


THE COLOR LINE AT Sr. LOUIS. 

The men who worked the hardest to get 
the Republican convention for St. Louis 
were the hotelkeepers of that city. They 
expected to make lots of money out of the 
convention by high charges. They, like the 
business-men of St. Louis who went to 
Washington to help secure the convention, 
promised the National Republican commit- 
tée that there should be no discrimination 
against colored delegates, but that they 
should be as well cared for as they would 
be in any Northern city. 

The officers of the Business-Men’s League 
may have been sincere in that pledge. The 
hotelkeepers certainly were not, as later 
evidence proves. They haveshown by their 
conduct, as the facts come to light, that 
when they made the pledge they intended 
to break it. They have not the fairness to 
say now that they will not lodge and board 
colored delegates because they still ure 
drawing the color line, and they resort to 
transparent subterfuges to cover up their 
meanness, but which deceive no observing 
man. On first reports THe TRIBUNE could 
not believe it possible, but later information 
seems to convict them. 

The hotelkeepers pretend that the colored 
delegates did not hire quarters sodn enough 
and waited till all the rooms had been 
taken by white men. But white men can 
be accommodated, even at this late day, in 
those hotels. The negro who applies for 
quarters is told that every room is taken. 
The white man who comes along five min- 
utes later is given a place to sleep. 

The truth is that the St. Louis hotels are 
still dominated by the old Bourbon negro- 
hating feeling, which does not tolerate the 
presence of a colored delegate to the nation- 
al convention in a hotel or restaurant or on 
a car on a footing with white delegates. 
The hotelkeepers are subservient to that 
race-cast feeling and so are most of the 
business-men of that city. 

If it were not for this prejudice against 
the colored man the negro delegates would 
find quarters at St. Louis with as little diffi- 
culty as at Chicago, Minneapolis, Cincinnati, 
Pittsburg, or Philadelphia. There was no 
trouble in any of those cities when Repub- 
lican conventions were held in them be- 
cause the citizens of those places are not 
narrow-minded, cast-prejudiced Bourbons. 

The lesson taught by this experience in St. 
Louis is that it is yet too soon to hold a 
Republican National convention south of 
Mason and Dixon’s line, because decent and 
fair treatment of the delegates will depend 
on their color. 

It was hoped that St. Louis was progres- 
sive enough to have gotten rid of its old 
wretched color prejudices, but it seems not 
to be the case. : 


SPAIN’S TROUBLES AT HOME. 

The anarchistic outbreak in Barcelona, 
though inspired apparently by a religious 
demonstration, may be part of a revolution- 
ary scheme in Spain of greater scope. It 
fits in with recent reports of growing con- 
spiracies against the government, and it 
would not be surprising if further violence 
on a wide scale should follow. It adds 
weight, however, to a comment by Harold 
Frederic on the causes that are back of the 
recent challenge to a duel that has been ac- 
cepted by Gen. Campos and which may 
prove an important link in the revolutionary 
chain. Campos as a life Senator is in a po- 
sition to make a marked impression on the 
public sentiment of the country, and it has 
been freely hinted that he intended in the 
forthcoming Cuban debate in the Senate 
“to deliver a merciless and crushing at-- 
tack from inside knowledge on the whole 
tragic farce of Spanish control in that 
island.” It is easy to understand what a 
blow it would be to the government if the 
really hopeless condition of the war in Cuba 
should be revealed to the Spanish people. 
It is feared as the torch that would set fire 
to the revolutionary sentiment. It is 
dreaded by the army clique, now in the 
ascendency, as Mr. Frederic points out, and 
by the politicians working with them, and 
for this reason he declares “ they thought 
to head it off by slaying Campos in a duel. 
The character of the insult thrust on Cam- 
pos was so gross that he could not refuse to 
fight.” It seems hardly credible that the 
government would deliberately plot the 
murder of so eminent a man as Campos, 
but the theory of Mr. Frederic has much 
corroboration in the direct reports from Ma- 
drid. Mr. Frederic couples his comment on

HAS FAITH IN SILVER. 


GOV! ALTGELD DISCUSSES VARIOUS 
MATTERS OF PRESENT INTEREST. 


His Excellency Is Mysterious When 
the Question of Hid Renomination 
Is Brought Up—His Utterances, Read 
Between the Lines, Indicate That 
He Is a Willin’ Barkis—Boies and 
Bland Mentioned as Presidential 
Possibilities. 


Gov. Altgeld likes to be mysterious about 
his candidacy fora renomination. _ 
He continually refused to say whether his 


ticket or not. His friends in Chicago declare, 


bearer at Peoria on June 23. 

Between him and them there seems to be 
a tacit understanding. Otherwise they would 
not talk as they do. 

For that reason, it. may be inferred from 
what the Governor said yesterday, he will 
not refuse the nomihation if it is given to 
him. 

He came up from Springfield on the morn- 
ing train ostensibly to participate {n the 
opening session of the meeting of State 
Health Boards. All the afternoon the silver 
machine leaders were in conference with 
him at his Unity Building headquarters. He 
was in a good humor and discoursed freely 
about everything except his own candidacy 
and Col. William R. Morrison’s Presidential 
aspirations, He referred pleasantly to Boies 
and to Bland, but not once was Mr. Morrison 
mentioned. 

Altgeld Talks. 

When asked what he thought of the out- 
look Gov. Altgeld repled: 

“TI am becoming more thoroughly con- 
vinced every day that the Democratic party 
on a free silver platform. will carry this 
country and elect the next President. 

„This money question is arousing the peo- 
ple to an alarming extent. It is bound to be 
the issue. I believe the Republican party 
will try to straddle it. The St. Louis con- 
vention will adopt a money plank that may 
mean anything. To those on the inside it 
will be for a gold standard, but I predict 
that the gold feature will be buried under a 
lot of verbiage to fool the masses.“ 

“And what, in your opinion, Governor, 
will the Chicago convention do?“ 

“Adopt an out-and-out, square-toed, bil- 
metallic platform.” 3 

„Won't it mention a ratio?“ 

„On that point I am not prepared to say 
anything. However, rest assured the reso- 
ultion will be made just as strong in favor of 
silver as the party wants it.“ 

Asked whether the resolution framed by 
him for the Cook County convention would 
be the one adopted at Peoria, the Governor, 
with a significant smile, said: 

1 do not know. It may not be strong 
enough. It is possible the convention will 
want to be a little more explicit and declare 
for the free coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 
to 1.“ 

Question of Renomination. 

„ Believing, then, there is a chance for 
the party to win, will you accept the nomina- 
tion for another term? 

„Well, I am not prepared to give THE 
TRIBUNE a ‘ scoop’ today, but you may say 
that I am satisfied the Democratic party will 
carry this State as well as the country next 
November.“

MAY RACE THE KAISER. 


CHICAGO YACHTSMEN PREPARING TO 
BUILD A NEW DEFENDER, 


— 


Boat to Meet Meteor Probably Will Be 
Constructed at Racine—If the Ger- 
man Emperor Sends a Challenge for 


Will Have a Lively Competition in 
the Trial Races from a Fresh Wa- 


ter Craft. 

There is a possibility that Chicago may 
furnish the yacht to defend the America cup. 
Growing out of a jocular remark made by 
Theodore Poekel is a plan for the construc- 
tion by Chicago men of a yacht to sail in the 
New York trial races as a candidate for the 
defense of the trophy won by America. 

Two or three weeks ago a party of Chicag 
vachtsmen was in the works of the Racine 
Boat Manufacturing company, watching 
with critical eyes the progress of E. C. Ber- 
riman's yacht Vencedor. It was about the 
time of the announcement that Emperor 
William would send Meteor to sail for the 
America cup. One of the party was Theo- 
adore Poekel, designer of Vencedor and 
formerly for the Herreshoffs of Defender. 

can build a yacht that will beat De- 
tender,“ said Theodore Poekel. 

“Tf you can do that,” replied one of the 
men of the party, “I will furnish the money 
to build it.” 

„ou will not furnish it all,“ said another 
of the Chicago yachtsmen, for I want to 
do part of that myself.” 

It was then agreed between two of the 
party that in the event of a challenge by 
the Emperor or by any other yachtsman for 
the America cup they would bring out of 
the Racine yards a yacht to sail in the pre- 
liminary heats under the auspices of the 
New York Yacht club. 

The offer of the Chicago men was made 
in good faith and they have gone as far in 
the matter as is possible until a challenge 
for the America cup has been received by 
the New York Yacht club. After the re- 
ceipt of the challenge nine months must 
elapse before the preliminary races, giving 


an adequate boat. A race for the cup will 
not be possible then till the spring of 1897. 
It will be necessary for one or more of the 
owners of the Chicago boat to become mem- 
bers of the New York Yacht club. Several 
Chicago men are already enrolled in its 
membership. 

The men who are back of the proposition 
prefer to remain in obscurity for the present, 
at least, till their mettle is tested by: a 
challenge for the cup. Their offer is said 
not to be conditional on a challenge by 
Emperor William, but to be open in the 
case of a challenge by any other reputable 
owner. 

The mere possibility of the construction of 
a yacht on fresh water for the defense of 
the cup is sufficient to cause a stir among 
yachting men, the designing of fast boats 
having been confined to the seaboard. Ac- 
cording to E. C. Berriman there is nothing 
improbable in the idea of the construction of 
a winner on a fresh water shipyard. The 
conditions of sailing are somewhat different, 
but there is no reason why a cup defender 
should not be built on Lake Michigan. 


Wisconsin May Not Meet Yale.

FROM G@VERNMENT CROP REPORT. 


Area and Percentages from the Win- 
ter and Spring Wheat States. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—The Agricult- 
ural Department crop report issued today says: 

‘* Acreage of wheat: Percentages of areas har- 
vested last year have been obtained from a greatly 
enlarged list of correspondents, inquiries being 
addressed in particular to 15,000 of the principal 
millers throughout the country, to whose careful 
comparison of present acreage with that of pre- 
vi years many corrections of the preliminary 
est te of December last are due. 

“There has been some diminution of winter 
wheat area owing to the total failure of the crop 
in some sections, the ground being plowed up for 
spring wheat or oats. These returns reduced to 
acres gives for the principal winter States: Call- 
fornia, 3,011,000; Kansas, 2,684,000; Ohio, 2,422, - 

: Indians. 2,204,000; Illinois, 1,906,000; Mis- 
souri, 1,418,000; Pennsylvania, 1,3 : Michi- 
gan, 1,202,000. Total winter area, 22,704,000. 

Spring wheat States: Minnesota, . 3,200,000; 
North Dakota, 2,530,000; South Dakota, 2,463,000; 
Nebraska, 1,224,000. Total spring area, 11,825,000. 

From Minnesota the department agent reports 
much larger area than in 1895, partly owing to 
the plowing up of flelds ofewinter wheat and rye, 
but principally to the fact that farmers increased 
—— wheat area at the expense of other crops, 
consi a it a better investment than oats, rye, 
or corn. Since the May report the condition of 
winter wheat has fallen 4.8 per cent, that of June 
being 77.0, against &2.70n May 1.

LAKE STREET ELEVATED TO BUILD 
WEST TO OAK PARK, 


One Mile of New Structure to Be Built 
Running West from Its Present 
Terminus at West Fifty-second 
Street—Will Be Uperated hy Elec- 
tricity Saturday Night—Alley L 
Extension Bondholders to Form a 

New Committee. 

The Lake Street Elevated railroad will 
build an extension from its present western 
terminus, running west one mile to the line 
dividing the Towns of Austin and Oak Park. 
This has been decided upon, and as soon as 
the work in connection with the change to 
electricity is through the company will be- 
gin work upon its extension, It has already 
received a bid of $230,000 for the building of 
the extension, which is just one mile in 
length. The company will have $150,000 in 
the treasury when the payment for the elec- 
trical equipment of the road is completed. 
This will go far towards the payment for the 
extension. The remainimg $80,000 will be se- 
cured from the banks in Chicago, to be re- 
paid out of the surplus earnings of the road. 

The Lake Street Elevated railroad received 
$441,000 for the extension on Lake street 
from Fifth avenue to Wabash avenue, which 
it leased to the Union Elevated railroad. 
The cost of equipping the line with electrici- 
ty was in round figures $300,000, This in- 
cluded the new motor cars, the third rail 


+ and feed wires, and the various changes and 


additions necessary to track and rolling 
stobk to convert, it into an electric line. 
There will be no trouble in securing the 
money. necessary for the extension, and Mr. 
Yerkes is convinced such an extension would 
prove of great value to the road. The right 
to build the line through the Town of Aus- 
tin has already been secured. The present 
plan for the extension of the line includes 
the building of the extension only to the line 
of Oak Park. This, however, will give the 
company access to Oak Park and will enable 
it to, in a large measure, handle the traf- 
fic originating there. 
To Fight the Northern Pacific, 

Mr. Yerkes, who is now in New York, con- 
cluded to push the matter of the extension 
to Austin and Oak Park, as a result of the 
fight with the Chicago and Northern Pacific 
over a five-cent fare. While he had deter- 
mined to build the extension, it was not 
his intention to begin work for some 
months. When he learned two days ago of 
the Chicago and Northern Pacific cutting 
the fare to five cents he decided to carry on 
the work immediately, and he has so in- 
formed some of his business associates in 


Chicago. 

The connection with the power station of 
the North Chicago Electric is now practical- 
ly completed, and within the next two days 
a connection will be made with the feeder 
wires of the Lake Street Electric road, so 
that company can begin thé operation of its 
trains by electricity. The present plan is to 
begin operating the line electrically at mid- 
night on Saturday night. If the plan works 
out as it is expected steam will be entire- 
ly done away with as a motive power 
on the line after this week. The West Chi- 
cago Street railroad has not as yet got the 
dynamos of its Western avenue power sta- 
tion in working order. The new dynamos 
to take the place of those of faulty construc- 
tion are now being made, and it is expected 
they will be ready to be set up by Sept. 1. 
When they are in the Lake Street road will 
be operated from that station. The wires 
which now connect it with the power sta- 
tion of the North Chicago Electric will be 
maintained, however, for use in the event of 
a failure at any time to get motive power 
from the West Chicago power station. 


Favor a New Protective Committee. 


The holders of 80 per tent of the extension 
bonds of the Alley L“ have signed a writ- 
ten agreement to redeposit them with an- 
other protective committee in the event of 
the present protective committee disband- 
ing and surrendering the bonds now in the 
possession of the Il'inois Trust and Savings 
Bank to the hölders of the receipts. A meet- 
ing of the Extension Bondholders’ commit- 
tee will be called within the next few days. 
and the formal notice of the dissolution of 
the committee will be sent out unless present 
plans are changed. The bonds will be imme- 
diately redeposited to the credit of the new 
committee, which will be governed by a rule 
which will make the will of the majority 
absolute. This will let out Joseph Leiter 
from the new committee unless L. Z. Leiter 
shows a disposition, and shows it in writing, 
to agree to a plan similar to the one proposed 
by the First Mortgage Bondholders’ com- 
mittee. The members of the Second Sec- 
tion committee have become convinced they 
will never succeed in doing anything with 
Joseph Leiter on the committee, and with 
the rule in force requiring unanimous ap- 
proval on the part of members beforé the 
adoption of any plan. There are now de- 
posited with the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank bonds to the par value of $2,797,000 of 
the total issue of $3,000,000 of bonds. More 
than 80 per cent of this will go in a new 
protective agreement. L. Z. Leiter is the 
owner of $240,000 of these bonds, or of con- 
siderably less than 10 per cent of the whole 
issue.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET, 


Rumors from Washington Cause Mar- 
ket Demoralization. 


NEW YORK, June 10.—Wall street today was 
rudely awakened from the lethargy which has re- 
cently preyailed in its precincts, decided activity 
und a semi-panicky condition. being. noted for an 
interval in- the early afternoon. The demoraliza- 
tion grew out of a stock jobbing 2 eminat- 
ing from Washington, that President Cleveland 
was about to send to Congtess a vigorous mes- 
sage on the Cuban question. 

The effect on the stock market was instanta- 
neous and recalling shock to values resulting from 
the famous Venezuela message, holders of secur- 
ities began to throw them over right and left. 
One of the largest commission houses was a liberal 
seller on the report and took back a considerable 
amount of various stocks on the publication of 
an authoritative denial of the rumors. 

Stop loss orders were reached all along the line 
and considerable uneasiness prevailed owing to 
the tension in financial circles. The traders also 
made effective drives at the lst, a bear leader who 
has not been conspicuous in the market for some 
time being foremost in the attack.

TO REFORM ASSESSMENT METHODS.

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As the situation in Kentucky is not favorable 1 
and the complaint in regard to business in that 
section is general, the annual report of the In- 
surance Department of that State is of particular 


interest. 


The premium receipts from the fire and marine 
business last year were $2,764,484, while the losses 
paid by the companies aggregated $1,606,062, or 
58 per cent of the premiums. 

During the year the Orient, Transatlantic, and 
North German were admitted to the State, and 
the Franklin of Louisville and Capital, N. H., re- 
tired, leaving ninety-eight fire and five marine 
companies during business in the State in Febru- 


ary, 1896. 


The companies wrote $178,301,283 of risks during 
the year. Of this amount $18,283,253 was placed 
by Kentucky stock companies, $1,428,158 by State 
mutual companies, $1,300,267 by State assessment 
companies, $92,005,525 by stock companies of other 
States, and $60,104,080 by foreign companies, 

The premiums received were as follows: 
) companies, $239,706; 
$35,066; State assessment companies, 
$23,849; stock companies of other States, $1,480,- 
and foreign companies, $974,911. 
total premiums were $2,764,784, or $61,728 
more than for the previous year, while the risks 
“written were $18,300,747 less and 
showed a decrease of $108,192. 

Chicago managers of companies doing business in 
Kentucky complain the risks written so far this 
year are less than for the corresponding period 
of 1895, while the fire losses have been heavier. 
They complain of an unsatisfactory business and 
of the local laws passed in many cities tending to
